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Reason for Allowance 

1. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Regarding claims 1 and 3-8, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a method for 
manufacturing a programmable logic controller (PLC) system, the method comprising a step of 

operationally coupling the means for wireless radio frequency communications to the CPU by 
mounting the means and the CPU to a CPU card, the CPU card mounted on a backplane of a rack 
such that the means and the CPU communicate without using the PLC module bus, in 
combination with other limitations, as specified in the independent claim 1 and 7. 

Regarding claims 9-14, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a Programmable Logic 
Controller (PLC) comprising a transmitter/receiver mounted on the CPU card, the 
transmitter/receiver operationally coupled to the CPU to communicate therebetween without 
using the module bus, wherein the PLC is configured to communicate with at least one 
controlled input/output module installed in a remote rack using the transmitter/receiver, in 
combination with other limitations, as specified in the independent claim 9. 

Regarding claims 15-20, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a Programmable Logic 
comprising means for wireless radio frequency communications operationally coupled to 
the CPU, wherein the CPU is mounted on a backplane of the PLC, the means and the CPU are 
each configured to communicate without using the PLC module bus, and the PLC is configured 
to communicate with the plurality of remote wireless devices via the access point, in 
combination with other limitations, as specified in the independent claim 15.
